Drop and Trade 
Deficit in Japan 


WASHINGTON (AP)— 
President Dwight D. Fisen- 
hower’s economic message 
to Congress Monday dis- 
closed the United States 
Has poured $12,838 million 
into Asian and Pacific 
countries for economic and 
military support since the 
end of World War II. 


An additional $4,675 million 
Was spent in the Near Bast, 
Africa and South Asia for the 
same purpose. 

The figures dwarfed the $1,900 
million economic offensive being 
conducted by the Sino-Soviet 
Bloc since 1956 for the same 
general area. 

Nevertheless, Eisenhower 
warned the legislators against 
any siackening in the program 
of U.S. economic and military 
assistance. 

“It would be Hlusory to aim 
only at strengthening military 
security in a military sense,” 
he sail. “A large part of the 
world’s population—the most 
rapidly growing part—has so 
far experienced little improve- 
ment in material welfare. 

“Many of these peoples are 


now emerging into politica: 
independence and we should 
no~ lose the opportunity 


through apprepriate programs 
of assistance, to strengthen 
their confidence im the passi- 
bilities of economic growth un- 
der cree institutions,” 

He repeated his calls for an 
additional $625,000,000 for the 
new development loan fund 
and $2,000 million in new lend- 
ing authority for the U.S. Ex- 
pert-Lmport Bank. 

The economic report took 
note of 4 ‘startling increase of 
J4 per cent in imports of Far 
Kastern countries outside the 
sterling bloc in the first half of 
1957 over the same six months 
period of 1956. Exports in- 
creased 12.4 per cent in the 
January-June 1957 period over 
the preceding year. 

Total Far Eastern exports 
amounted to $4,700 million in 
the year ending last June 30, 
while imports amounted to $6,- 
900 million producing a deficit 
of $2,200 million for the area. 

Considering world changes in 
production, the President said 
that after “long and rapid in- 
erease” Japanese production 
declined after Jpiy. 

Industrial activity in India 
“eontinued to expand rapidly,” 
he said, “but this was not typi- 
cal of less developed countries 
as a whole.” 

Japan’s industrial production 
was estimated to be running 64 
per cent higher in the second 
and third quarters of 1957 than 
im the base year of 1953. This 
tapered off to an estimated 59 
per cent higher in the last quar- 
tér of 1957. 

“In considering the differences 
between movements in exports 
and imports, Eisenhower called 
attention to difficulties it is 
itinging to friendly countries 
in meeting international pay- 
ments.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower told 
Congress Monday United States 
exports smashed ali records dur- 
ing 1957 but that a further 
rise depends on opening Amer- 
ican markets more to foreign 


ods. 

The Precident disciosed in his 
annual eccromic repu:t that ex- 
ports soared to a $26,500 million 
total—$2,800 milion higher 
than the ‘previous high set in 
1956, 

The new record did not in- 
clude an estimated $1,800 mil- 
lion worth of weapons shipped 
to American allies abroad dur- 
ing the year, , 

Adding this figure would hav 
brought the total to $28,100 
million—nearly $7,000 million 
more than the peak wartime 
year of 1944, 

The President cited the re- 
markable one-year jump of 12 
per cent as a powerful reason 
why the Government should 
continue to promote “drawing 
two-way trade” among free na- 
tions, 


Foreign exports to the United 
States also set a new record 
—$20,600 million—during the 
year. But, the President's re- 
port stressed that American 
shipments abroad were nearly 
$6,000 million higher. ; 


The margin of exports over 
imports in 1956, he reported, 
was but $3,700 million, 


Big increases in shipments of 
American petroleum, cotton and 
wheat helped raise the volume 
of exports last year. The shut- 
down of the Suez Canal account- 
ed for the oil increase whereas 
bigger cotton and wheat de- 
liveries were needed for devye- 


opment programs and to alfie- 


viate poor harvests in Europe. 

Eisenhower cautioned that as 
1957 ended exports of American 
goods and services had dipped 
to a rate “markedly lower” than 
the record level.

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Fuchs-in Hurry to Leave Pole; 
Queen Sends Congratulations 


WELLINGTON (AP)—Dr. Vi- 
vian Fuchs, the leader of the 
British Antarctic expedition, 
said Monday he “must leave the 
South Pole within three days” 
for Scott Base. 


“We are still three weeks be- 
nind schedule,” he declared. 


Dr. Fuchs and his ty of 
British acientists reached the 
Pole Monday after a 950-mile 
trek from Shackleton Base. 


“Our delays started very ear- 
ly,” he explained, “We planned 
a proving trip to South Ice to 
take 28 days, but it took 39. 


“It took 10 days after the 
flight back to base to prepare 
for the main journey. We have 
only caught up on two days 
since.” 

Fuchs said he had no idea 
when they would reach the end 
of their journey which has al- 
ready covered 950 miles from 
Shackleton. 

Fuchs and his party were 

eeted by Sir Edmund Hillary, 
The party reached the Pole at 


1:08 p.m. (10:08 a.m. JST). 

The faces of Fuchs and his 
men were all ice encrusted and 
bearded, but they looked fit and 
ready for the long, hard jour- 
ney ahead. 

There were about 40 persons 
standing about, slapping the ex- 
plorers on the back, shaking 
cose hands and wishing them 
well,

Japan, India 
Open Credit 
Talks Today 


Japan and India will open 
talks in Tokyo today to work 
out the details of Japan's ¥15,- 
000 million ($50 million) credits 
to India. 


K. B. Lall, joint secretary of 
India’s Commerce and Con- 
sumer Industries Ministries, ar- 
rived at Tokyo International 
Airport via JAL last night to 
represent his country at the 
negotiations, scheduled to start 
at the Foreign Office this after- 
noon, 


Three other members of the 
Indian delegation — Nagendra 
Singh, joint secretary of the 
Ministries of Transportation and 
Communications; M. MHayath, 
member of the Central Water 
and Power Commision of the In- 
dian Ministry of Irrigation and 
Power, and R. P. Kapur, Under- 
secretary of the Ministry of Fin- 
ance—arrived by Air India 
plane yesterday evening. 


The Japanese and Indian de- 
legates are expected to meet 
about six times before the iatter 
leave for home Jan. 31. 

In a press interview at the 
airport Lall said it was 
generous of Japan to propose a 
¥18,000 million credit to India, 

He said India desired to 
purchase from Japan various 
items of manufacture that 
would contribute to the develop- 
ment of India. 


Lali further said he expected 
technical assistance from Ja 
in the implementation of In- 
dia’s second five-year develop- 
ment program. 


Both nations plan to discuss 
a ecommerce and navigation 
treaty, hitherto under negotia-

BELGRADE (AP)—The Yugo 
slav Government Monday lodged 
a sharp protest with the French 
Government in connection with 
what it called “unlawful seizure 
of cargo from the Yugoslav 
ship Slovenija.”

Tanjug said Monday that the 
interception of ship and removal 
by force of cargo is contrary to 
existing laws.

French sources in Algeria yes- 
terday said the Slovenija had 
been intercepted in French ter- 
ritorial waters near Oran, Al- 
geria, after being kept under 
observation for several days. 

A spokesman of the Yugoslav 
Embassy in Paris said the Slo- 
venija was bound for a port in 
Morecco “an independent and 
sovereign country.”

The Slovenija seizure was the 
biggest arms haul made during 
the 53-year-old Algerian rebellion. 
French sources said the arms 
were sufficient to equip five bat- 
talions. 

Dr. Lamine Debaghine, one of 
the big cogs in the rebel organ- 
ization, said in Cairo Sunday 
that Communist countries are 
ready to furnish arms to the 
rebel “Army of Liberation.” He 
said that the rebels were pre- 
pared t6 accept such arms if 
the French won’t meet rebel de- 
mands for independence. 


Normal Ties With 
All of Asia but 
ROK, Red Nations 


Signing of the repara- 
tions agreement and peace 
treaty between Japan and 
Indonesia in Jakarta yes- 
terday marks the end _ of 
negotiations first started in 
February 1952, 


With resumption of relations 
with Indonesia, Japan will have 
entered normal ties with all na- 
tions of Asia, with the excep 
tion of the Republic of Korea 
and Communist bloc nations, 

The Indonesian Government 
was prepared to resume normal 
diplomatic relations with Japan 
in 1951 after signing the San 
Francisco Peace Treaty and in- 
itialing an interim agreement 
On reparations, — 

However, the new Indonesian 
Government formed the follow- 
ing year shelved the ratification 
of the San Francisco Peace 
Treaty and rejected the interim 
reparations agreement, 

Discussions were. started .in 
1953 on the reparations prob- 
lems, but a wide gap existed 
on the amount—with Japan 
proposing to pay $125 million 
and indonesia demanding $17,- 
200 milion. ; 

No progress was seen in the 


cause of political instability in 
Indonesia. 

In the meantime, Japan reach- 
ed am agreement with the Phil- 
ippines on payment of war in- 
demnity, and this served to 
stimulate reopening of the Ja 
pén-indonesia negotiations, 

Subsequently, the disparity 
of Views on the amount was nar- 
rowed down to pure reparations 
payment of $200 miilion § by 
Japan against $250 million de- 
manded by Indonesia.  Indo- 
nesia also sought cancellation 
of $100 million out of a $170 
million trade debt with Japan. 

With the impending visit to 
Indonesia in November last 
year of Prime Minister Nobu- 
suke Kishi, the Japanese Gov- 
ernment dispatched Ataru Ko- 
bayashi as special envoy to hold 
reparations talks with Indo- 
nesian officials. 

A plan calling for $200 million 
in pure reparations, $200 million 
in economic aid and long-term 
repayment of the $170 million 
trade debts was drafted. 

However, talks held in Tokyo 
hit a snag over specific ques- 
tions on payment, the period of 
payment and interest. 

Japan and Indonesia were 
finally able to come to terms on 
the reparations question during 
Prime Minister Kishi's brief 
two-day visi to Indonesia in 
November, nearly six years

Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi said yesterday he would 
not dissolve the House of 
Representatives for the time 
being and would concentrate 
on securing passage of the 
budget for fiscal 1958.

Olav V Takes Oath 
As King of Norway 


OSLO (Kyodo-UP) — King 
Olav V took the oath as the sec- 
ond King of modern Norway in 
a brief ceremony here Monday. 

The King, who succeeded his 
father King Haakon VII last 
autumn, took the oath in the 
building where the Norwegian 
Parliament in 1884 formally 
renounced its allegiance to the 


kings of Sweden. 


The special Cabinet meeting 
was originally scheduled for Sa- 
turday evening. It was postponed 
until shortly before Sunday mid-

At a top-level conference of 
the Government and the party 
policymakers Sunday night, 
Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi 
personally intervened to settle 
the two.most controversial is- 
sues, which had prevented final 
adjustment of views—pensions 
for ex-servicemen and tax cuts. 

The compromise settlement as 
directed by Kishi provides: (1) 
a ¥30,000 million increase in 
pensions, including ¥27,000 mil- 
lion for veterans; and (2) aboli- 
tion of taxes on carts and bicy-

RT. REV. ARTHUR LEA 

JACKSONVILLE, Fila. (AP)-— 
The Rt. Rey, Arthur Lea, 89, re- 
tired bishop of Kyushu, Church 
of England in Japan, died Sun- 
day at his home. 

Born in Birmingham, 
land, he became a missionary to 
Japan in 1897. 

Lea became a bishop of the 
Church of England in 1909 at 
Westminister Abbey. He re 
turned to Japan where he was 
principal of a divinity school

This would give the Ad- 
ministration aithority to cut 
tariffs from 5 to 10 per cent 
over existing levels. 

2. Approve American mem- 
bership in the proposed Inter- 
national Trade Organization 
(ITO) which will seek to set a 
code of fair commercial prac- 
tices for Western countries. 

3. Authorize a new $3,940 
million foreign aid program, in- 
cluding more money for the 
newly created Development 
Loan Fund to spur develop- 
ment of backward areas. 

“The preservation and exten- 
sion of the benefits obtained 
from widening the channels of 
world trade,” said the President, 
“will depend heavily on the 
direction taken by American 
trade policy in the next year, 

“The decisions made will 
have a significant bearing on 
the economic actions and 
policies of our trading partners, 
and particularly on the success 
of the steps being taken toward 
closer integration in Western 
Europe. . .” 

The President sought to reas- 
sure foes of his reciprocal trade 
program that the Administra- 
tion would seek to avoid tariff 
concessions which imperil 
domestic industries, 

Any new tariff-cutting. agree- 
ments with other countries, he 
said, would continue to fea- 
ture “certain recognized satfe- 
guards,” such as escape clauses 
which would allow concessions 
to be modified or withdrawn. 

“The negotiation of tariff re- 
ductions,” he added, “would re- 
main subject to the safeguards 
now in the act, and additional 
safeguards would be provided 
to permit prompter and more 
effective relief to domestic in- 
dustries through escape clause 
proceedings.” 

The 200-page report Eisen- 
hower submitted showed that 
American exports accounted for 
more than 25 per cent of the 
nearly $100,000 million in ex- 
ports by free countries during 
1957. Most of this trade was 
among industrially developed 
countries. 

In tracing international fin- 
ancial developments, Eisen- 
hower noted the “rapid growth” 
during the year in the flow 
of private American capital 
abroad. Offsetting this, he said 
was a “sharp fall” in the gold 
and money reserves of Britain, 
France, Belgium, the Nether- 
lands, Japan and India. 

Major increases in gold and 
money were recorded by West- 
ern Germany ($1,650 million), 
Venezuela $800 million, Aus- 
tralia $500 million and Canada 
$300 million. 

West Germany's strong eco- 
nomic and financial position was 
mentioned prominently Monday 
in Eisenhower's economic mes- 
sage. 

At offe point, the message 
noted that production in the 
Bonn republic, “after a pace- 
setting rise up to mid-1956 and 
a further vigorous increase in 
the first quarter of 1957, fell 
In the summer but turned up- 
ward again in the autumn.”

The task of the consultation 
officials is rather complicated. 
Mere discontinuation of the 
ractice does not solve the prob- 
em. The majority of unmarrt- 
ed prostitutes must support 
thelr families while divorced 
and separated wives have de 
pendent children, 


The officials must first talk 
with the employers and per- 
gsuade them to write off the 
debts, then make arrangements 
to have personal effects such as 
clothes and furniture handed 
over to the owner and investi- 
gate the financial aituation of 
the family. When the family 
condition is unfavorable the ex- 
prostitutes must be placed some- 
where else. In many cases the 
officials had to give temporary 
shelter to such women because 
of jack of Imetitutes to accom- 
modate them, 


To obtain new jobs for ex. 
prostitutes is not easy as the 
majority of them have no speci- 
fie skill and little schooling. 

At the same time jobless 
members of the family must be 
given help, the sick hospitalis- 
ed and children placed in wel- 
fare institutes to create such 
conditions as to enable the ex- 
prostitutes to rehabilitate them- 
selves without shouldering fin- 
ancial burdens. 

At present 14 per cent of the 
563 are employed. They are 
working as maids at inns, res- 
taurants and private homes and 
apprentices to dressmakers and 
hurses. 

Lack of gumption on the part 
of prostitutes who dislike hard 
labor constitutes a big prob 
lem, too, 

In order to successfully en- 
force the Antiprostitufion Law 
public support, united work of 
varied government organs and 
determination of the prostitutes 
themselves are needed.

What with Max Hess and his 
callection of Oriental inspired 
garments and with George Oka's 
being selected as the most im- 
portant contributor to New 
York fashions, we feel that we 
ought to join the fashion 
parade. However, for the ma)j- 
ority of us those creations don’t 
quite fit into our Iimited ward- 
robes. 

Don't worry, we who've been 
here some time are old-time pals 
with loads of old Japonica, ad- 
apted to Western wear. The 
“tabi,” “zori,” “happi,” “mom- 
pei,” reversed silk haorl wraps, 
deep dolman-sleeved woolen 
“eoat-to,” furoshiki blouses and 
skirts are all passe for us. 


And with winter here to stay, 
many of us have tried the “do- 
tera” or “tanzen” quilted robes 
(perhaps, first introduced to us 
in either open front “haori”- 
type fingertip or wrap-style 
ankle length during our visit to 
a Japanese inn in cooler weath- 
er). The idea is excellent, but 
we've been discouraged because 
half our breakfast disappeared 
as we reached for the coffee, 
Big sleeves are all right for 
magicians but awfully breezy 
with such large openings, 


Living in the country last 
winter, I noticed the farmers 
Solved the problem very simp- 
ly. They wore their quilted 
robes finger-tip length in wrap 
stvle with comfortable dolman 
type sleeves which allowed for 
unhampered movements, besides 
taking much less material. Then 
the old folks had their own 
sleeveless silk cocoon wadded 
garments of various types, 


That gave me some ideas be- 
cause the cocoon floss is ex- 
tremely light and so very warm. 
It is known as “mawata” and 
comes in various sized packages 
and forms. You can buy it in 
about 10” square sheets at ¥10 
each; 100 momme for so much, 
ete. This type of floss is stretch- 
ed to whatever thickness you 
want. The most convenient is 
the processed floss that comes 
in pressed sheets, usually one 
package holds enough for one 
“tanzen” and costs about ¥450. 

Getting back to the “tanzen,” 
I found that they’ve had that 
dolman cut for centuries and 
it’s known by. various names as 
“nejire” or “naginata sode.” It 
takes less material and the 


sieeve seam is placed different- 
ly as shown in “B.” 


Most foreigners being taller 
are long-armed and require a 
piece to be added to the arm 
spread “yuki,” measured from 
center back to wrist, Men with 
shirt sleeve lengths of 32-33 will 
need an addition five to six 
inches, which is best added at 
the wrist.

far as length goes—have it 
made hip length for a smoking 
jacket effect or knee length for 
dressing gown or even full Ki 
mono length.

crepe “furoshiki” in a warm 
burnt sienna and rust color with 
identical patterns of ceremonial 
tea equipment. These I took 
to our tailor and had him fash- 
ion a vest, working the pattern 
in front—and the solid colored 
part was used for the back. I 
inserted a thin layer of. silk 
floss and lined it with silk crepe. 


For novel buttons, I visited 
the Japanese accessory shop 
known as Kaname-ya in Nishi 
Ginza 8chome, two blocks west 
of Ginza and chose decorative 
modern netsuke. They have ar- 
tistic silver inlay on wood...

Government budgets generally come in for a good deal 
of criticism—not only in Japan but everywhere—and the 
Kishi administration’s budget for the 1958 fiscal year is 


certainly no exception.

at ¥1512,131 million for the fiseal year beginning April 1, 
This draft, which exceeds the current fiscal year’s budget

interests have already attacked some aspects of the draft

8 In the enforcemeit of 
any final court decision, the 
land and buildings, as well as 
the movable property therein, 
owned by the Mission and used 
for the performance of its 
functions shall in no case be 
subject to execution. 

Article 7 

1. The two Governments 
shail take measures negessary 
for the smooth and effective 
implementation of the present 
agreement, 

2. The Republic of Indonesia 
shall provide such local Jabor, 
materials and equipment as may 
be made available in order to 
enable Japan to supply the pro- 
ducts and services referred to 
in Article 1 of the present 
agreement, 

3. Japanese nationals who 
may be needed in Indonesia in 


connection with the supply of 


products or services under the 
present agreement shall, during 
the required period of their stay 
in Indonesia, be accorded such 
facilities as may be necessary 
for the performance of their 
work. 

4. With respect to the income 
derived from the supply of pro- 
ducts or services under the 
present ent, Japanese na- 
tionals and juridical persons 
shall be exempt from taxation 
in Indonesia, 

5. The Republic of Indonesia 
undertakes that the products of 
Japan supplied under the pres 
ent agreement shail not be re- 
exported from the territories 
of the Republic of Indonesia.

If the two 
Governments fail to reach a set- 
tlement, the dispute shall be re- 
ferred for decision to a tribunal 
of three arbitrators, one to be 
appointed by each Government

sen, provided that- such third 
arbitrator shall not be a national 
of either country. Each Govern- 
ment shall appoint an arbitrator 
within a period of 30 days from 
the date of receipt by either 
Government from the other Gov- 
ernment of a-note requesting 
arbitration of the dispute and 
the third arbitrator shall be 
agreed upon within a further 
period of 30 days. If, within 
the periods respectively refer- 
red to, either Government fails 
to appoint an arbitrator or the 
third arbitrator is not agreed 
upon, the president of the Inter- 
national Court of Justice may 
be requested by either Govern- 
ment to appoint such arbitrator 
or the third arbitrator, as the 
case may be. The two Govern- 
ments agree to abide by any 
award given under this article. 


Article 11 

The present agreement shall 
be ratified. The agreement shall 
enter into force either on the 
date of exchange of the instru- 
ments of ratification thereof or 
on the date of exchange of the 
instruments of ratification of 
the Treaty of Peace between 
Japan and the Republic of Indo- 
nesia signed at Jakarta on Jan. 
20, 1958, whichever date is the 
later. 

In witness whereof the under- 
signed plenipotentiaries have 
signed the present agreement 
and have affixed hereunto their 
seals.
